It is truly -wonderf al to observe the ap- 
titade with vhioh tho humou mind ac- 
commodates itself to ever clianging con- 
ditions — ^how readily the iinpossiblo of 
the past comes to be regarded iis tho (?oiu- 
mon-plaoe of tlio prosont. This phonoinc- 
non ia fiot peciiliur to our time. It lui-'* 
boon moro or Ichs chiitftctoristit; of every 
ago. It has lingorod by tho oratll" "f 
every now era of liiiman prog-ross. It Im^ 
boon pioaentattho birth of cvorv child of 
Boiouco. It is oii^^ravoJ ii])on tho history 
of every grand uohiovoniont of skill find 
progressive thought. Probiihly no inon! 
marked instance of this has boon prtiat'iit- 
ed in onr day than that ■which has <li. - 
tinguisbod the history of tlio wostwaid 
coursfl of empire in Britisli North Ainoi i- 
ca. T\\';>nty ytmrs iigo ho ■\voukl, iudcoil, 
have boon a liold man who -would h:ivi' 
pifldictod that in tho yoar of grace, h'^Tl, 
a Britiah American Empire would bo 
•washed by tho two groat oceans; and hi' 
•would have been a bolder man still v.- 
would have foretold a Canadian Pac 
Unilway in autual oponitiou ten ye;'' 
later. Fivo yeiir.s iigo there wore mini 
who doubted tho Hrat. To-diiy there ii 
thousands who still Bcoff at tlio HecoiKi; 
yet the one has passed into history, niid 
men have come to think of it only as an 
ordinary oeourrenco ; and the other will 
assuredly 1)0 accomplished, ovon within 
tho period tixod by the Troi ly of Union. 
Three yours hnvo not ])as.sed since 
tho interesting and import.^iit coroimniy 
of "Unblankoting the North West" was 
performed. What a marvolouH tdiaiifj;e has 
taken place since that 1 Who will von tare 
to meaanre the results ? The blanket, 
woven by Charles II, was drawn nsidn and 
men disnovored that it had covered tho 
long-losb Paradise ! Intelligent, lliouj^ht- 
fnl, moderate men who Imve recently pas- 
sed tbrongli, a.ssuro ns tliat one-half hath 
not been told, — that tho Fortilo ]5elt ox- 
tends from tho Lake of tho Woods to the 
Rooky Mountains, and from tho forty - 
ninth parallel of latitude northerly a dis- 
tance ranging from four to si-t hundred 
milo.s; that in beauty of scenery, fertility 
of soil, extent aud value of mineral de- 
posits, and in natural fneilitie.sjnid litness 
for hnmnn well-being, it far surpasses any 
description yet attemijtod by traveller or 
■writer. And we know that tho Fertile Uelt 
does not terminate at the Eocky Moun- 
tains in the West, any more than it teriiii- 
niites at Winnojjog in tho East. Oon- 
trary to all preconceived holiof, it now 
tnrn.s out that tho country lying between 
"Winnepeg and Lake Superior is a ehurni- 
ing land of beautiful lake and picturosiiue 
and fertile glen— a lovely dwelling-place 
for man. We have said that the radwny 
will be in operation within tho ten years 
fixed by Treaty. Tho two year.s allowed 
for the cxjsloratorv survey will imt Iiav> 
e.vpired till the 20th of June next; and 
yet the survey will lie pi-aetieally e"iii- 
pletod in three weeks, leaving nearly nin(> 
monthBof tho allotted time to spare. There 
is no reason for thinking that th? iiai ty 
now in power nt Ottawa will diBjilay any 
lesH diligence in regard to tho fiilfillnu'iit 
of tho other part of tlio covenant. That 
they are thoroughly in oarueat about tlie 
great schenieto which they are so de('])Iy 
committed has already received abundani 
demonstration. And they dare not, even 
if they would, hesitate now. As was ajitly 
said by ono of themsolvos,in ri'gard^to the 
groat scheme of empire in linu<l, tli"y 
"have entered on thin ico, and'ninst slidn 
quickly or break thron^'h ! " Tho work 
of oonstruiHing and ojierating tho railway 
is about to bo handed over to a strong and 
most influential Canadian Company, with 
the Knight of Kavonaeraig at its head. 
That ueo'.nnpliidie 1, the Dominion Gov- 
ernment will bo i'.-er to tlovote its (•ncrgies 
to a lurgo scheme liM vini,' for its idijeet the 
peopling 01 the '•F.^rtile Hi'lt," by tin-ii- 
ing the ever-flowing tide uf F.nropi'au 
Emigration into it. Tins, although a 
gigantic work, wili prove coniparatividy 
easy when tho GovernmiTV; shall possess 
a n\o3t powerful ally in ih,? Haiiwuy ('em 
pany, with its aix or seven hiindri-d 
agoni;io.s in Europe, aud its uuiinrnolh 
Hto.^nisliip linfiH on the Atl.intie. In view 
of the ('uormous interests and tlie power- 
ful agencies which will lie at work, it can- 
not he doubled that the current of events 
and the CDursc of empire will flow in 
British Nortii .Vmeriea duriii;.,' thf hc>:t de- 
cade with a momentum un]).ii-alled in tlir 
history of tho world. ■ It remains for tlii> 
statesmen of the Dominion and of tlio 
various Provinces out of which it is com- 
posed, to bo careful and guide that cur- 
rent aright. "There is a tide," <5:c. 

The Mayoralty. 

Five days more and t he pi^dple nf \ 
taria will be called ii])on to choose :i 
Mayor and t'ouncillors upon whom niiii; 
d(!volve responsibility of adminisl''!'- 
ingtho ailairs of the chief city of the Pa- 
cific Province during the ensuing yciu-. 
Surely it will not be considered necossaiy 
that we should again lecture the rate-pay- 
ers upon tho importance of the duty they 
are about to be called upon to discharge. 
A moment's reflection must convince 
everyone liow largely the pro-ijiority of 
Victoria will (Ut;,ond upon InisiuL; its 
interests intrusted to men j)osse.^sjug a 
fair measure of fitness for tho position of 
civic administrators. What wo d'oHirn 
more jjarticnlarly to jxdnt tjiit at the pre- 
sent time is t!ie impoj-tanei! of selectiiiK 
men to fill these jiosilioiis, more I'spcciidly 
that of ."Mayor, who ar(3 thin-onqhly indi - 
pciidonl of the Provincial (love.iinient , 
and who will be prepared on all oc:casions 
fearlessly to stand up in defense ol those 
rights and intorests to which the senier 
nicmber for this city in the Ije^nshit ure 
lia;i |)i'()vt'(l recreant. Very nini li will 
doi)end ni)on the IMunieiiJul (Jcjvcriiiiient ; 
for it is to them that tho throo faithful 
monilior.'i, doHortod by their colleague, 
must look for support in contending for 

iUBtioe to Victoria. Let the rate-payers, 
horefore, awake to their truo interests. 

T)ii8 And That. 

It would seem from an article in yesier- 
doy'B "Herald" that, on Monday evening, 
the very distinguished President of the 
Provincial Cabinet took occasion to ini- 
proHH upon tho Municipal CoiukuI of New 
Westminster tho liberal treatment that 
city liod mot with at tho hands of the 



Govommont, in the matter of revenue ex- 
penditure. It would also appear that tho 
distinguished Minister committed the in- 
discretion of contrasting New Westmins- 
ter with Yictoria in this respect, showing 
how that tho former had rocoived between 
seven and eight thousand dollars more 
than the latter this year, leavin^^it to bo 
inferred that it was fortunate ' in having 
for its representative so di.stingnishcd a 
statesman. Now, however correct tho 
President of tho Provincial Cabinet .may 
be in his facts and ligures, it seems scarce- 
ly fair that ho shoidd seek to piop up his 
waning popularity in his own constituen- 
cy .so obviously at the expense of the Pre- 
mier. By some strange mischance tho 
Premier is senior nioniber for this city; 
anil his constitmnits will not bavo forgot- 
ten tho extraordinary and unnatural treat- 
ment thay reeeiveil at his hands during 
th(^ session, — liow ho opposed ovory at- 
tempt on the part of his colleagues to se- 
l ure ft fair share of expenditure for the 
imjiortant constituency they have under- 
taken to Ti'present. It was, iudcsd, a 
slran;.^!^ speetacle to see tho senior mem- 
ber for this eiiy denying it that consider- 
anon ami jiislieo which it received at tho 
hands of Mainland ini'mbers; and thoro 
were not wanting those who accused tho 
Premier of turning his back upon his con- 
stituents because he conceived that he 
had one foot on tho Bench ! Without 
pr<'tenilin<^ to supply an explanation of 
this stranL;e ingratituilo, not to say breach 
of faith, it is (luiti! ceiiain that tho Pre- 
mier has thorou;^')dy o])ened the eyes of 
the pco])lo of Victoria to the error they 
committed in choosing him as their repre- 
sentative. Under those circumstances it 
was \uikiiid on tht> part of tho President 
of the (.'ahinet to hold up New Westniin.s- 
ter as the favorite of the (lovernmcnt, as 
(•onti-asled|\vith poorJunfortnnateViotoria— 
betrayed by its senior member and almost 
iterally cut oil' without a sh illing.
